All the same, poor old Mr, Howard was 
not always on the booze, not by any 
manner of meats, Jle nover touched a 
drop of anything, not even ginger-heor, 
while he was straight, aud be Kept ws all 
going from nine o'chek in the morning till 
three in the afternoon, summer and winter, 
for more than six years.
